Sec. 1. RCW35.61.150 and 2002 c 88 s 6 are each anended to read
as follows:

Met ropol i tan park comm ssioners selected by election according to
RCW 35.61.050(2) shall perform their duties and my provide, by
resol uti on passed by the conm ssioners, for the paynent of conpensation
to each of its commssioners at a rate of up to ((sewventy)) ninety
dollars for each day or portion of a day devoted to the business of the
district. However, the conpensation for each conm ssioner mnust not
exceed ((s+tx)) eight thousand ((seven)) six hundred ((twenty)) forty
dol | ars per year.

Any comm ssioner may waive all or any portion of his or her
conpensati on payable under this section as to any nonth or nonths
during his or her term of office, by a witten waiver filed with the
clerk of the board. The waiver, to be effective, nust be filed any
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time after the comm ssioner's election and prior to the date on which
t he conpensati on woul d otherw se be paid. The waiver shall specify the
month or period of nonths for which it is nade.

The dollar thresholds established in this section nust be adjusted
for inflation by the office of financial nmanagenent every ten years,
begi nning July 1, 2008, based upon changes in the consuner price index

during that tine period. "Consuner price index" neans, for any

Sec. 2. RCW52.14.010 and 1998 ¢ 121 s 2 are each anended to read
as follows:

The affairs of the district shall be managed by a board of fire
comm ssioners conposed of three registered voters residing in the
district except as provided in RCW 52.14.015 and 52.14.020. Each
menber shall each receive ((sewventy)) ninety dollars per day or portion
thereof, not to exceed ((s+x)) eight thousand ((sewver)) six hundred
((twenty)) forty dollars per year, for attendance at board neetings and
for performance of other services in behalf of the district.

In addition, they shall receive necessary expenses incurred in
attendi ng neetings of the board or when otherw se engaged in district
busi ness, and shall be entitled to receive the sane insurance avail abl e
to all firefighters of the district: PROVIDED, That the prem uns for
such insurance, except liability insurance, shall be paid by the
i ndi vi dual comm ssioners who elect to receive it.

Any comm ssioner may waive all or any portion of his or her
conpensati on payable under this section as to any nonth or nonths
during his or her term of office, by a witten waiver filed with the
secretary as provided in this section. The waiver, to be effective,
must be filed any tine after the comm ssioner's election and prior to
the date on which the conpensati on woul d ot herw se be paid. The waiver
shal | specify the nonth or period of nonths for which it is made.
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The board shall fix the conpensation to be paid the secretary and
all other agents and enpl oyees of the district. The board may, by
resol uti on adopted by unani nous vote, authorize any of its nenbers to
serve as volunteer firefighters wthout conpensation. A conm ssioner
actually serving as a volunteer firefighter may enjoy the rights and
benefits of a volunteer firefighter.

The dollar thresholds established in this section nust be adjusted
for inflation by the office of financial nmanagenent every ten years,
begi nning July 1, 2008, based upon changes in the consuner price index

during that tine period. "Consuner price index" neans, for any
cal endar year, that year's annual average consuner price index, for
VWashi ngton state, for wage earners and clerical workers, all itens,

conpiled by the bureau of l|abor and statistics, United States
departnent of |abor. The office of financial nmanagenent nust cal cul ate
the new dollar threshold and transmt it to the office of the code
reviser for publication in the Washington State Register at | east one
nonth before the new dollar threshold is to take effect.

Sec. 3. RCWA53.12.260 and 1998 ¢ 121 s 3 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Each comm ssioner of a port district shall receive ((seventy))
ninety dollars per day or portion thereof spent (a) in actual
attendance at official neetings of the port district commssion, or (b)
in performance of other service in behalf of the district. The tota
per di em conpensation of a port comm ssioner shall not exceed ((s+x))
ei ght thousand ((sewven)) six hundred ((+wenty)) forty dollars in a
year, or ((etght)) ten thousand ((feur)) eight hundred dollars in any
year for a port district with gross operating incone of twenty-five
mllion or nore in the preceding cal endar year.

(2) Port comm ssioners shall receive additional conpensation as
follows: (a) Each comm ssioner of a port district with gross operating
revenues of twenty-five mllion dollars or nore in the preceding
cal endar year shall receive a salary of five hundred dollars per nonth;
and (b) each comm ssioner of a port district with gross operating
revenues of fromone mllion dollars to less than twenty-five mllion
dollars in the preceding cal endar year shall receive a salary of two
hundred dol | ars per nonth.
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(3) In lieu of the conpensation specified in this section, a port
comm ssion may set conpensation to be paid to comm ssioners.

(4) For any conm ssioner who has not elected to becone a nenber of
public enpl oyees retirenment systembefore May 1, 1975, the conpensation
provi ded pursuant to this section shall not be considered salary for
pur poses of the provisions of any retirenment system created pursuant to
the general laws of this state nor shall attendance at such neetings or
ot her service on behalf of the district constitute service as defined
in RCW 41.40.010(9): PROVI DED, That in the case of a port district
when commi ssioners are receiving conpensation and contributing to the
public enployees retirenent system these benefits shall continue in
full force and effect notw thstanding the provisions of RCW53.12. 260
and 53. 12. 265.

The dollar thresholds established in this section nust be adjusted
for inflation by the office of financial nanagenent every ten years,
begi nning July 1, 2008, based upon changes in the consuner price index

during that tine period. "Consuner price index" neans, for any
cal endar year, that year's annual average consuner price index, for
Washi ngton state, for wage earners and clerical workers, all itens,

conpiled by the bureau of l|abor and statistics, United States
departnent of |abor. The office of financial nmanagenent nust calcul ate
the new dollar threshold and transmt it to the office of the code
reviser for publication in the Washington State Register at | east one
nonth before the new dollar threshold is to take effect.

Sec. 4. RCW54.12.080 and 1998 ¢ 121 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) Comm ssioners of public utility districts are eligible to
receive salaries as follows:

(a) Each public wutility district commssioner of a district
operating utility properties shall receive a salary of one thousand
dollars per nonth during a calendar year if the district received total
gross revenue of over fifteen mllion dollars during the fiscal year
ending June 30th before the cal endar year. However, the board of
comm ssioners of such a public utility district may pass a resol ution
increasing the rate of salary up to thirteen hundred dollars per nonth.

(b) Each public wutility district commssioner of a district
operating utility properties shall receive a salary of seven hundred
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dollars per nonth during a calendar year if the district received total
gross revenue of fromtwo mllion dollars to fifteen mllion dollars
during the fiscal year ending June 30th before the cal endar year.
However, the board of comm ssioners of such a public utility district
may pass a resolution increasing the rate of salary up to nine hundred
dol | ars per nonth.

(c) Conmm ssioners of other districts shall serve wthout salary.
However, the board of comm ssioners of such a public utility district
may pass a resolution providing for salaries not exceedi ng four hundred
dollars per nonth for each conm ssioner.

(2) In addition to salary, all districts may provide by resol ution
for the paynent of per diem conpensation to each conm ssioner at a rate
not exceeding ((seventy)) ninety dollars for each day or mmjor part
t hereof devoted to the business of the district, and days upon which he
or she attends neetings of the comm ssion of his or her district or
nmeeti ngs attended by one or nore conmi ssioners of two or nore districts
called to consider business comon to them but such conpensation paid
during any one year to a conmm ssioner shall not exceed nine thousand
ei ght hundred doll ars. Per diem conpensation shall not be paid for
services of a mnisterial or professional nature.

(3) Any comm ssioner nmay waive all or any portion of his or her
conpensati on payable under this section as to any nonth or nonths
during his or her term of office, by a witten waiver filed with the
district as provided in this section. The waiver, to be effective,
must be filed any tine after the comm ssioner's election and prior to
the date on which the conpensati on woul d ot herw se be paid. The waiver
shal |l specify the nonth or period of nonths for which it is made.

(4) Each district conm ssioner shall be reinbursed for reasonable
expenses actually incurred in connection with such business and
nmeetings, including his or her subsistence and | odging and travel while
away fromhis or her place of residence.

(5 Any district providing group insurance for its enployees,
covering them their imediate famly, and dependents, may provide
i nsurance for its conm ssioner with the same coverage.

The dollar thresholds established in this section nust be adjusted
for inflation by the office of financial nanagenent every ten years,
begi nning July 1, 2008, based upon changes in the consuner price index
during that tinme period. "Consuner price index" neans, for any

prior to the date on which the conpensati on would ot herw se be paid.
The wai ver shall specify the nonth or period of nonths for which it is
made.

No comm ssioner shall be enployed full time by the district. A
comm ssioner shall be reinbursed for reasonable expenses actually
incurred in connection with district business, including subsistence
and | odging while away fromthe comm ssioner's place of residence and
mleage for use of a privately-owed vehicle at the mleage rate
aut hori zed i n RCW 43. 03. 060.
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The dollar thresholds established in this section nust be adjusted
for inflation by the office of financial managenent every ten years,
beqgi nning July 1, 2008, based upon changes in the consunmer price index

during that tine period. "Consuner price index" neans, for any
cal endar vyear, that year's annual average consunmer price index, for
VWashi ngton state, for wage earners and clerical workers, all itens,

The board
may provide, by resolution passed by the conm ssioners, for the paynent
of conpensation to each of its commssioners at a rate of wup to
((seventy)) ninety dollars for each day or portion of a day devoted to
the business of the district. However, the conpensation for each
conm ssioner nust not exceed ((stx)) eight thousand ((seven)) six
hundred ((twenty)) forty dollars per year.

Any comm ssioner may waive all or any portion of his or her
conpensati on payable under this section as to any nonth or nonths
during his or her term of office, by a witten waiver filed with the
clerk of the board. The waiver, to be effective, nust be filed any
time after the comm ssioner's election and prior to the date on which
t he conpensati on woul d ot herw se be paid. The waiver shall specify the
month or period of nonths for which it is made. The board shall fix
the conpensation to be paid the secretary and other enployees of the
district. Cenetery district comm ssioners and candi dates for cenetery
di strict comm ssioner are exenpt fromthe requirenents of chapter 42.17
RCW

The initial cenetery district comm ssioners shall assune office
i medi ately upon their election and qualification. Staggering of terns
of office shall be acconplished as follows: (1) The person elected
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recei ving the greatest nunber of votes shall be elected to a six-year
term of office if the election is held in an odd-nunbered year or a
five-year term of office if the election is held in an even-nunbered
year; (2) the person who is elected receiving the next greatest nunber
of votes shall be elected to a four-year termof office if the election
is held in an odd-nunbered year or a three-year termof office if the
el ection is held in an even-nunbered year; and (3) the other person who
is elected shall be elected to a two-year term of office if the
election is held in an odd-nunbered year or a one-year termof office
if the election is held in an even-nunbered year. The initial
comm ssioners shall assune office immediately after they are el ected
and qualified but their terns of office shall be calculated fromthe
first day of January after the election.

Thereafter, comm ssioners shall be elected to six-year terns of
office. Conm ssioners shall serve until their successors are el ected
and qualified and assune office as provided in RCW ((29-64-179))
29A. 20. 040.

The polling places for a cenetery district election may be | ocated
i nside or outside the boundaries of the district, as determ ned by the
auditor of the county in which the cenetery district is |ocated, and no
such election shall be held irregular or void on that account.

The waiver, to be effective
must be filed any tine after the comm ssioner's election and prior to
the date on which the conpensati on woul d ot herw se be paid.

Any district providing group insurance for its enpl oyees, covering
them their imediate famly, and dependents, may provide insurance for
its commi ssioners with the sane coverage. Each comm ssioner shall be
rei mbursed for reasonabl e expenses actually incurred in connection with
such business and neetings, including his or her subsistence and
| odging and travel while away fromhis or her place of residence. No
resolution shall be adopted without a mjority vote of the whole
conmi ssi on. The comm ssion shall organize by election of its own
menbers of a president and secretary, shall by resolution adopt rules
governing the transaction of its business and shall adopt an official
seal . Al  proceedings of the conmmssion shall be by notion or
resolution recorded in a book or books kept for such purpose, which
shal |l be public records.
